After earning a masters 
degree in health, physical education and 
recreation from WVU, Tweedlie was employed 
with the Marshall County School system for 
more than 40 years, serving as the athletic 
director and also coaching football, basketball 
and track. He has taken his teams through 
regional competition while remaining 
undefeated, was responsible for major athletic 
updates at John Marshall High School, was the 
recipient of numerous awards and recognitions 
and has had an invitation track meet named in 
his honor. Tweedlie was recognized by 
Governors Rockefeller and Caperton as an 
“Outstanding West Virginian” and by Governor 
Arch Moore for “Academic and Professional 
Excellence.” (Due to the untimely death of Mr. 
Tweedlie he will now be honored posthumously.) 

Jack Reynolds 

Jack Reynolds was employed 
with Potomac State from 
September 1970 to May 
2005. He was instrumental 
in getting several sports 
| started, including golf, 
softball and the resurrection of the baseball 
team in 1991. His golf teams attended the 
national tournament two years in a row. He 




was named “WPCC Coach of the Year” five 
times. Reynolds also taught history at the 
College.

William F. Kennedy

While here, he played in the 
position of wide receiver and 
I halfback on the football team 
I and was the second leading 
scorer averaging 26 yards per catch. Kennedy 
also played on the basketball team as a point 
guard, never missing a game and all the while 
carrying a 23-hour course load. Kennedy 
earned his bachelors degree in finance from 
WVU in 1964. He enjoyed coaching little league 
and volunteered at the Group Home for Boys in 
Paramus, New Jersey. Kennedy has worked as a 
financial adviser for several companies and is 
currently retired from Paine Webber. 

Walter "Corky" Devlin 

Walter “Corky” Devlin, a ’51 
graduate of Potomac State, will 
be honored posthumously for 
his achievements on the 
basketball court. Devlin led 
] the team in scoring during 
the 1950-51 season. He was drafted by the 
Philiadelphia Warriors of the National Basketball 
Association in the second round. He played two 
years for the Fort Wayne Pistons and one year for 
the Minneapolis Lakers. He scored a total of 4,025 
points in 210 games.
